REPURT UF LIBRARIAN. 


The Librarian appointed by the Selectmen to carry out the 
vote of the town in reference to the old library, and the money 
appropriated for a new case and books, submits the following 
report :— 


An endeavor was made to gather the scattered books belong- 
ing to the library, by means of notices posted in the stores, and 
published in the papers among the local items. Only a few 
volumes have been returned. The total number of old books re- 
turned and found in the old case above Mr. C. W. Whitney’s 
store is 138. These, together with the new books, have been 
placed in the new case, in the Grammar School room and are in 
readiness for use. 


The new case is made of ash, having glass doors, and will 
contain about 250 volumes. <A set of the Library of Universal 
Knowledge, 15 volumes, was purchased. Also Michelet’s His- 
tory of France in two volumes, a History of Germany in one 
volume, by Kohlrausch, Knight’s Popular History of England in 
two volumes, and Chamber’s English Literature, four volumes.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


, In compliance with the laws of the state, the Superintending 
School Committee submits the following Report of Schools in 
the town of Troy for the year ending March 1, 1882 :— 


The general conditicn of the schools in the past year has 
been good, and in some districts most excellent. With one ex- 
ception, experienced teachers have been employed, and the pre- 
vious standard of excellence maintained. The chief event of 
interest in connection with the schools has been the change in 
text books. For some time there had been need of a change in 
the speller, and it was the purpose of the Committee to intro- 
duce a suitable book. Advantage was taken of a rivalry among 
publishers to secure new books in exchange for old ones at no 
expense to parents. After examining several spellers, among 
which there was no great choice, Worcester’s New Pronouncing 
Speller was selected and introduced. Advantage was also taken 
of rivalry among publishers to introduce a new arithmetic at 
even exchange for old books. Robinson’s, revised by Fish, was 
adopted. This book has also been adopted in nearly every town 
in the county. Parents moving from one town to another will 
in this find an advantage in the change. We wish there could 
be a uniformity of school books throughout the state. There 
doubtless are objections to such a plan, but we should like to see 
the plan tried, for the advantages seem so much greater than 
the objections. 


The average length of the several schools of the town in the 
past year has been 22 1-2 weeks. Had the winter school in 
District No. 3, not been interrupted by the sickness of the 
teacher the average would have been 23 1-2. The total number 
of weeks kept in the six schools, was 185 1-2, The average ex- 


ee 
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pense of the “current expenses’’ for each enrolled scholar has 
been $5.96. Current expenses include care and heating of school 
rooms and teacher’s wages. 


The Grammar School in District No. 1 has been taught as 
efficiently as in the past by its well known teacher, Mrs. L. B. 
Wright. The North Primary in like manner, has sustained its 
previous high standing under its very acceptable teacher, Miss 
Lilian A. Wright The South Primary was under the charge of 
Miss Jennie G. Clark, who proved herself here as efficient and 
capable as in another district in the previous year. Dist. No. 2 
was under the charge of Miss Jennie Newton, who kept a most 
excellent school, equal to any previous year in its history. Dist.

‘No. 3 was taught by Miss Anna M. Carter in the Summer term, 
and fair progress was manifested at the examination. Certain 


sounds of disorder in this term have come from the district_to 


the Superintending | Committee. “But in the presence of the Com- 
‘mittee the order was quite as good as usual in this school. This 
school has not been an easy one in which to preserve order in 
the past. Certain elements of disorder having now departed 
from the district, we have hopes of better order in its future- 
The \Vinter term was begun by Miss Alice L. Bemis, and con- 
tinued for nearly five weeks, when the teacher was obliged on 
account of sickness, to give up the school. This school was 
very small in the Winter term, having only six scholars, owing 
to the removal of parents from town. The school promised well 
for this term when visited by the Committee. 

District No. 4 was under the charge of Miss Mattie B. 
Glarke. The school presented a good appearance during the 
visits of the Committee and atthe examinations, and the proe- 
ress made was such as to commend both teacher and pupils. 

For the coming year it is hoped that, at least as liberal an 
appropriation will be made as for the past year. Could the 
schools average twenty-five weeks to each, it would be none too 
much. An appropriation of $1175 would accompish this. It is 
agreed by the wisest of investors that money put into the educa- 
tion of the youth is drawing a large interest. For further
